The Bishop of Durham, who on- 
ly yesterday came out in a. letter indorsing 
theatres and ."jhowing a veiy liberal sjiirit, 
attacked tlie i)riiice in a scathing sermon, 
denouncing gambling as a vice which was 
doing its best to destroy manly Englisli 
games. The bishop attributed the growl 
cf gambling in high places to the monotony 
and idleness of the lives led by the wealthy 
and exalted. Games of chance and playing 
for money stakes were condemned without 
stint. 

Dr. Parker, of the City Temple, delivereil 
a sensational Hcrinon on the samo subject, 
declaring that not ii man or woman connect- 
ed with the aflair liail retired with the 
slightest honor. Tliere might he hoiKjr 
among thieves, but there \vun not even civil- 
ity among giunblera. Sir AVilliiun {Jonlon 
Cummin^', lie Kaid, had li.ien used with eon- 
teniptilile mcanncbi l)y liia companions. 
( i'iuiibling, loniarked the picaclier, doe.'j not 
add, to .siiy the lea.st, to tiio (.vciirity of iho 
throne, ami with this thought in mind he 
fervently prayed " loi]g live the tjueen." 

'I'lic alhision.s to the I'ritice of Wales to day 
by nonconiorii.iNt |irrii.<hcrs left no doubt, 
if any WHS uiit. rlaincd, of the attitude of 
tho dissenting cloigy on tho subject of 
royalty and biccaiat Tho maimer in 
which these allusions were received by the 
people showed with emphasis how the 
people, who are the hone niid sinew of Kng- 
land,^elai to the confessed violation of 
law by the future kint;. 

The energy of the police in prosecuting 
cases of potty gambling by the poor ha.s 
added strongly to tho public feeling, and 
everywhcru auiong Ihe masses were hoard 
renuirks that Ihe law shall be enforced 
against the giind)lera of Tiunbycroft. Here- 
tofore tho homo Hcoretary disclaimed all 
knowledge of the Tranbycroft atl'air. This 
he can do no longer, as the trial, iuchiding 
the testimony of the I'rince of Wides him- 
self, has removed any ground for ignorance. 

Iiistrad of being nihiyed the sentiment on 
tho subject of the Hcandal is growing.

Lo.NDD.v, June 15. — Hon. Edward Stan- 
hope, Secretfiry of State for tho War de- 
partment, replying, to day, in the Commons 
to a questioij put liy Wm. SuBimera (Glad- 
stone Liberal) in regard to the baccarat 
scandil, said Sir William Oordon Cumming 
is tho person who had broken faith, because 
ho did not report the ease to his conunand- 
ing ollicer. If the oOcnso wns committed 
by any other person it could have only con- 
sisted in advising him and pressing him to 
follow a dilTeront course than that liid 
down by tho army regulations. Of the 
three oliicers omccrned, Cencral Williams 
was u retired o(iic?r of tho army, and was 
therefore not subject to the regulations; 
but two— a field marshal (the Prince of 
Wales) and Lieut. Berkeley Leavett— un- 
doubtedly wfre. The former (the Prince of 
Wales), said Mr. Stanhope, while looking 
back at all tkc circumstances of the Ciise, 
saw the error of judgment he Imd com- 
mitted, l^ieut. Lcavolt, on the other hand, 
continued Htaidiope, had written a letter to 
his commanding ollicer, expressing deep re- 
gret that he had not acted in accordance 
with tho army regulations. Consetjuently, 
said tho Secretary of State for War, in 
conoliision, it was not proposed to take any 
further action in the matter. 

SECRETAUY STANnOPU's KXPI.ANATIOX. 

LoNDO.N-, May l.'i. — In his expliuuition of 
the Tranbycrolt matter, Secretary of War 
Stanhope said, this evening, in tho House 
of Cominonj : "Tho army regulations in 
(piestion had undoubtedly never been 
Bjiecially brought to the notice of the Prince 
of Wales, but when they had been, and 
looking back at all the circumstances cf tho 
ca.s", the Prince of Wales saw his error of 
judgment in not retjuiring Sir Wm.

San Fkancisco, June 15.— An interesting 

incident occurred on the steamer, Rio Do 
Janeiro, iluring licr last voyage from Hong 
Kong and Yokohama, which ended Satur- 
day night. Ciptain Ward, of the .steamer, 
and all of the oliicer.s and crew, except the 
Chinese siiilor.s and fircniiin, are .Americans, 
and there were L' l American pa.'-scngeia on 
board. On the lust .Sunday out, at divine 
services, tho Captain's as.si3t,uits read the 
prayer.s, and wlion the blessing wa.s invoked 
tjiicen Victoria's mime wiis mentioned be- 
fore that of the President of the United 
States. 'J'lie American passengei .s, among 
whom was Mis. Dexter, sisli'r of Secretary 
lilaiiic, were indignant ot this, and ii num- 
ber of them reinon.slr.ite(l with the Captain 
for tho proceeding. Captain Ward told 
them that he was Bishop of his own ship, 
an<l could have prayers read any way he 
liked. Upon hearing this, thoT threatened 
to make complaints against \Vard on tho 
arrival of the steamer at San Francisco. He 
immediately took warning, and the follow- 
ing Sunday Queen Victoria was left oat of 
the invovsation altogether.

The Agrefment for a Modus Vivendi 
Between fing'land and the 
United States. 



No Seals to bo Killed in the Beliriug's 
Sea Until Next 
May. 



The Law to bo Strictly Enforced- 
Tlie Oorwin at Oaee.. to Go. ; . 
lidrth With Instructions. 



Washikoton, D.C, June 16.— The Presi- 
dent to-day issued , the following proolamu- 
tiori :— • ' 

Whereas an agreement for ajuotiu.? vifcndi 
between the Government of the United 
States and the Government of Her Britanaic 
Majesty in relation to the fur seal fisheries in 
Behriug Sea was conoladed on the fifteenth 
day of June, in the year of . Our Lord 1891, 
word for word as follows : — 
An agreement between the Government of 
the United States and the Government 
of Her Britannic Majesty for a modvn 
vivendt in relation to the fur seal fish- 
eries ia Behring Sea for the purpose of 
avoiding irritating difierences, and with 
a'view to promote the friendly settle- 
.mentof the questions pending between 
the two Governments, touching their 
respective rights in Behriug Sea, and 
for the preservation of the eokl species, 
tho following agreement is made with- 
out prejudice to tho rightj or claims of 
either party : — 

1. Her Jl'jjesty's Government will pro- 
hibit, until May next, seal killing in tliut 
part of Behriug Sea lying eastward of the 
line of demarcaiion described in article No. 
1 of the treaty of 1867 between the United 
States and Russia, and will promptly use 
its beat ellbrti to insure the observance of 
this prohibition by British subjects and 
vessels. 

2. The United States floveanment will 
prohibit seal killing for the siune period in 
the same part of Behriug Sea, and on the 
shores of tho islands thereof, the property 
of the United States, in excess of the 7,500 
to be taken on the islands for the subsist- 
ence and care of the natives, and will 
promptly nso its best efibrts .to insure tho 
observance of this prohibition by United 
States vessels.

TIIEOLOWY AND THE BIBLE. 

■Hev. Dr. 0. A. Brlegs in the June Forum. 

Dogmatic theology is in a slate of dissolu- 
tion and reconstruction. The dogmatic 
theolo^iuns have cluboruted Protestant 
dogma far beyond the later Byinbolical books 
of Vroteatantisin. Thinking men are going 
back to tho symbols of the Beformation, 
and then back of thoaa to tho ecomcuical 
creeds, and then still further back to the 
theology of the Bible itself. The tlieology 
of the Bible was sadly neglected by the 
aaholastic divines, and it has found no 
adcnuato expression in tho symbolical books 
of any of tho groat chuichos of Christendom. 
Thov. for the most part, pursued false 
TOOtLods of exegesis., , Hey know little or 
aothlDg of Bibical oritiotem. Tho lower or 




textual criticism, tho higher or literary 
criticism, nnd historical criticisms are eeo- 
ti»n3 of inodorn scientific study of the Bible. 
Criticism has made the Bible a now book. 
And the discipline of Bibical theology which 
builds on the rcsulls of criticism finds in the 
Bible a new theology — new not in tho sense 
that it destroys anything that is valuable in 
the old theology : but that on the one hand 
it is simpler, fresher, full of life and energy, 
qulokening and fascinating people as well as 
preaoher, and, on the otnor hand, more 
comprehensive, more profound, more sym- 
metrical and harmonious, It is sublime and 
indeed divine, because it brings us face to 
face with holy prophets and with God him-

His Opinion of Kocli's Lymph-rThe

After six tnonths of travel, both in 
America and Europe, Dr. J. C. Davie, wlio 
returned home on .Sunday night, is con- 
vinced that there is no laud lilco British Col- 
umbia, and no pliico like Victoria. The 
inhabitants of.North America should, ho 
thinks, bo the onvy of the people of 
Europe; and the residents of Victoria live 
in the garden of the continent. Strange 
as it miiy seem, the dootor ran across Vic- 
torians wherever lie went; ami in the cen- 
tral part of L'^adon sonie^no from lionio 
was almost sure to Lc met every d«y. 

The whole territory extending along the 
Straits of Fuca, and I'ucet Sound, be found 
to be attracting miirkeu altcntion in tlie 
old couuti-ies, and he \va.i called upon, ut 
(Imost all stages of his trip, to answer ques- 
tions for those interested in this promising 
land of tho West. The Sound cities appear 
to be tho best known sections of the Coast, 
»nd Dr. Davie noted, with some surprise, 
that of the great mass of emijgmnts from 
the congested centres of Europe passing 
■westward over tho C. I'.K. , fully thrce- 
fourlhs find homes in tho States of \yash- 
ington and Oregon. This seems all tho more 
strange when it is remembered that to 
reach tho wooded lands of Washington the 
immigrants pass through immense stretches 
of fertile prairie, offering immcasur.bly 
greater advantages to the agriculturist.

, pai;p08e of rest and study, and durihc; his 
tkbsedce be spisnt soma time in New York, 
Iiondon. and Berlin, making the acquaintance

them operate. In hospital construction and 
equipment little change has taken pUce 
during recent years. There are but few pavi- 
lion hospitals, like the Jubilee, in existence, 
and these are conceded erery whore to be 
the moat modern and the best in eveey res- 
pect.

REGULAR COMMERCIAL ADVKRTIS- 
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UNCO^'^CIOUS VILIFICATION. 

Vilification has become eo nmch a habit 
with the 'I'imea thai; it apparently doca not 
know when it abuses those whom, for 
V'political purposes, it censures and con- 
demns. It asserted yesterday that it said 
nothing "derogatory" of Mr. Uciatcrnian 
in its article on the School Trustees. If to 
declare that a man was appoiutcd to un 
office of considerable importance by the 
'Go\rernnient to show their contempt for 
publio opinion, amd that the men who do 
^ot' possess the public confidence are those 
■whom the Minister of Education delights to 
honor, is not saying wliat is derogatory of 
iiiiK we should lilte to know what ia. 

Then it declares that it said no.hing 
ngaiuat the personal character of Messrs. 
'Jeasop and McConnun. Perhaps the Times 
thinks that it pays a tribute )iO a man's 
personal character to represent him aq a 
poor creature who dare not hare an opinibn 
of hia own, who accepts a public office in 
wliich 1)0 ia expected to use his own jujg- 
Tseut and to tct independently, merely to 
. .obey the orders of a momber of the Uo\'crii- 
ment. This is the l[iines' own interprcta 
ition of what it said in the article above 
Alluded to about Messrs. Jcssop and Mo 
Connan: "It (tho Times) stated that the 
latter vrere partiziina of the Education 
Office. . . . Tliey have been appointed 
to carry out tbo inatructiona of a 
malicious minister who ia bound 
to administer the schools of Vic- 
toria to suit Ills own unmanly ends. " la 
not this calling in (juestion the personal 
^oharacter of Mr. Jcssop and Mr. McCon- 
>nan ? If they are capable of acting in the 
■mtxy that the Times describes, they have no 
character worth preserving, and are certain- 
ly unlit to occtipy any position of trust, no 
mutter liow humble it may be. Wo are 
quite sure Ih.xt both gentlemen are far 
-'c'tovc carrying out anyone's malicious and 
■unmanly instruction?. 

Tlie Tiiuea sliould know tliat abuse and 
disparagement qf the men appointed to 
«arry out a law are not criticism of that law, 
Ibut a very different thing altogether. An 
honest anil a public spirited mtin may, for 
.instance, oppoae the construction of a rail- 
road with might and main, but we leave 
the 'I'imua to judge tlic character of tlic 
man who would carry his opposition to such 
.» length as to place obstructions on the track 
after the road was built. This is precisely 
similar to what the Times is doing with 
regard to the amended .School Act. 

AN ALTERMD TONE. 

It ia pleasant to aec how men of all par- 
ties unite ill speaking well of Sir John Mac- 
donald. Nothing is now said of his faults 
and .his failings; and when reading the eulo- 
gies of men of all parties, it might be 
fchou.;ht tbati heucvcr.in tliewlioloofliiHlonf,' 
political life, III ulo an adii.iuiHtiativc ini.-t- 
tako. This ia aa it .Hliouhl bu. Nothing l)ul 
good aliould lju said of the dead, ia a Christ- 
ian-liko maxim, and can hardly bo too gen- 
erally practiced. But there is no law, that 
we know of, that forbids us (peaking well of 
*man when ho ia alive. If some cynic should 
make a coUectioii of all the hard, and iinju.at 
thing'', that many of those who now write <if 
Sir John in torma of tlie hiyiicbt praise, said 
about him wbde he was alive, it would af- 
ford matter of amusement to /Some, but of 
serious and not unedifying reflection to 
others. 

Sir John Maoiionuld was, for many yearn, 
the boit abu^ed man in Canada. Ilia fault's 
were malic ouuly ni ignilicd, liia act.a were 
misropreaeatud, tho worst of possible mo- 
tives were attributed .to him. There 
was a time when for a Canadian Liberal io 
aiy a kin<lly word of Sir John, or to take 
a favorable view of any of liia acts, would 
l)C regarded as liigli trcii.soii to tho ])arty 
to whiuli lij belonged. Tlio i'nui duty of 
a Grit was to paint tho Coneorvativo lta<lcr 

in tho darkest possiblo colors. 

This perpetual Tiltfioation and raisrepre- 

.seutatiou of Sir John did him no harm. 



His reputation and hia popularity grow in 
spite of tlie abuao of his political opponents — 
indeed in no small measure because of it. 
Electors who had but a very imperfect 
idea of tlic nature of Sir John's policy, 
understood perfectly the abuse that was 
poured upon liim without atint from Reform 
platforms and in Reform newapapera. 
Hearing their cliief tradiiccil and vilified 
made thorn angry, and cool suppoi t era often 
became tranafornicd into lierco purtiauna 
who .were ready to fight for '.'John A." on 
all occasions, and to vote for him through 
thick and thin. 

And it waa the same with p'ditici.ma of 
leas repute. They were made tho objcota 
of abuao and ridicule by their political 
oppononta. All .sorts of slanders wore 
invented and circulated to bring them; 
into discredit, so 'that men who were 
sensitive, shrank from taking an active part 
in politics. It waa very rarely, indeed, 
that 0110 political opponent spoke well of 
another, and the iiraii «lio did so waa re- 
garded by tho rank and file of hia party 
either as a fool or a possible traitor. 

This bitterness and violence, this habit 
of regarding a political opponent ua a per- 
sonal enemy, while it n;ade p-jlitica very 
uiiiilcasaiit, did no good. Xo piilitieian, 
wlio waa woi^l li luiyl hiag, was over l)lauk- 
giuirilcd to death. The blackguarding, on 
llic whole, did tbe men of forco and brains 
more good thaii harm. Politicians and 
joiirnalisla in this Dominion are, wo arc 
glad to observe, beginning to see this and 
have, in iiolitical contests and political dis- 
cussion, adopted a inoio iiiodor.it o tone and 
a more reasonable nicthoil. Tlio iiicii on 
the other aido arc not now all knaves or 
tools. A man, in tliesc days, can enter tho 
political arena without having attributed lo 
him the vilest and mo'it sordid motives. 
Candidates and jiolilic^d orators soniotiiiu's 
treat each other courteously and are treat- 
ed with civility by tb.eir hcarera. ^Ve now 
and again ace a newapaper allu'ling to a 
political opponent, wlio is alive, in respect- 
ful terms and giving him credit for being u 
good citizen and an honest man. This is a 
great improvement, and we hope that the 
time ia not far distant; wlicii poliliii.il 
speakers and newspaper editors will treat 
their opponents like gentlemen, and not 
wait until they are dead to give them cred- 
it for the virtues that they are known to pos- 
soas. 

UNCHANQED. 

The new Government has many difiSculties 
to contend with, not the least of which is 
a reckless and unprincipled Opposition 
press. That press, regardless of the conse- 
quences to the country, appears determined 
to uao every weapon it can l*y its liands on 
to injure, and, if it can, to disable the 
present.Administration. On the second day 
after Sir John Macdonald's death, there ap- 
peared in the Globe a leading article headed 
"The next Premier,'' in which, with 
perverse ingehuity, it appealed to every 
disturbing clen;ent that exists in the com- 
munity. It assumed that Sir John Thomp- 
son waa to be the next Premier, and as 
soon aa it mentioned his naune it directed 
attention to the fact that he ia a zealous 
Roman Catholic and a convert from Protes- 
tantism. This was, of course, intended lo 
prejudice .against him zealous I'roteatunta, 
particulirly the Ontario Orangemen. In 
order to discredit this new Admioiatratioii 
with Roman Catholics and French Cana- 
dians, it asserted that "it had occurred to the 
party managers to secure Mr. McCarthy, to 
tamo him, and to cage him, by giving him 
oilice. "This, it said, "is an ingenious device 
for getting tho ultra-Protestant element to 
accept an ultra-Catholic Prciniei." It al- 
luded to Mr. Abbott as bci.ig set aside, and 
added that government by him would be 
government by Mr. Van Home. 

The (;lobe was wrong in its surniisea. 
Sir John Thompson is not the next Premier, 
Mr. McCarthy ia not a member of the new 
Administration, and Mr. Abbott lias not 
been set a.sidc. but the Globe has shown 
the spirit it is of, and the coarse it intends 
to take. 

The Liberal Party has not only nothing 
to gain by setting Protestant against Catho- 
lic, and Catholic against I'rntiatanl, but a 
groat deal to loao. The stability of any 
government in this Dominion, whether 
Conservative or Liberal, depends in a very 
great measure on the preservation of har- 
mony between religions and races, and on 
keeping as much as possible tho religious 
eloin'jnt out of politics. Vet the leading 
nowa|)api'r organ of tho Ijihcial Parly, for 
the sake of injuring and eiiiliarrassii-g 
the Conservative ( iDvcrnmenl tliat waa 
then in process of foriiiatiun, did not lu si- 
tate to appeal to the religious jealousies and 
prejudices of Protestant and Catholic Con- 
servatives and Liberals. Any one who baa 
the least discernment can see that the [lol- 
icy of stirring up relit-dous discord anil fo- 
nionting religious strife; is i|uilo a.s iiijuriuUH 
to the Liberals aa it is to thjj Conservatives. 
Ciiuld Mr. Laurier manage the alTaira 
of the Dominion any more succcsafully 
than Sir John Thompson if more importance 
were attached to tho rellgioua creed of tho 
I'reinicr tluin to hia political principles. If 
the Church to whicli a candiilatc belongs 
cornea to be regarded ua a matter of the very 
first importance by the electors, will tho 
Liberals fare bettor at the polls than tiio 
Coii8ervaj,ive3 ? If the (llolje wcro iimler 
really able editorial iSviiagi'mciit it would 
not, (;von for the i-ake of obtaining a tcni- 
purary advantage, give iiroiiiincaco lo ihu 
religions element in the diacuaaioii of politi- 
cal quusticns,. or in considering tho merits 
and qualifications of leading public men. 

Now that Mr. Abbott is Prender, tlic 
(llobc and tho other Opposition papers will 
never be weary of ringing the cliangea oh 
the names of Abbott and Van Horiio. They 
will see Mr. Van llorne'a band in every act 
of tho fiovorniiicnt, and attribute every 
change tiiat they consider prejudicial to tiio 
interests of tho country to what they will 



depict as th3 malign, but all-pcrvading in- 
fluence of tho Canadian Pacific Railway. 
The Grit papers will not wait to enquire 
whether there is any evidence for their 
assertions. They will not want 
proof. Let tho groundlessness of 
their statements bo exposed, and they 
will repeat tbeni with more confidence than 
ever. It is autliciciit for them that Mr. 
Abbott was at one time connected with the 
Canadian Puoilic to warrant their coining 
to the conclusion that bo is the slave, of that 
Corporation — bound to consider its interest 
ill preference to thoao of tho Dominion. 

Tho iiijiiatico and tho folly of this is up- 
liaroiit, but tho spirit which moved the 
(jl lobe to declare that goveriiniont by Mr. 
Abbott will bo government by Van Ilorno 
OS soon pa. ■ Mr.' Abbott 'vras spoken ;.of : in 
connection with the IPrbmiership, will im- 
liel it to send forth a thousand utterances of 
tho same import eijuuUy grciindlcHa and 
e()iially unfair. Can tbo lithiopian change 
bis skill or I bo leopard hia spots'; 

^Ir. Abbott ia a man ' of uncommon 
ability, nono of our public men has a higher 
reputation, ho has, too, a will of his own. It 
ia not to bo supposed that such a man, when 
elevated to tho Premiorahip, would sully 
bis reputation and bring both himself an l 
lii.s li'ovi'rmiu'ut into contempt by being 
subservient lo any railway prcbideiit.

A MODEllN HERO. 

'I'iic r.icc of horooa has not passed away. 
Even in these days, which so many deplori 
as degenerate, we now nud again hear of 
acts of aolf-sacrifico and dauntless courage, 
as pure and aa noble as wcro ever celebrated 
in song or story. The achicvcnienl (}f Lieut. 
Grant was one of these. Grant beard that 
a iletaclimont of tho army of India bad been 
attacked by semi-barbariaus iu overpower- 
ing numbers. Ho volunteered, with a mere 
handful of native soldiers — only' eighty — to 
go to their relief. The fort of Thobal lay in 
bis Hue of march to Manipur. Its garrison 
greatly outiiumbored hia little band. He 
attackuil it, ncvcrtbeloss, and afterwarda 
held it againat what was, in comparison to 
Ilia little force, au army. This, 
besides being a wonderful feat 
of bravery and skill waa an 
act of great political importance. The 
army of Manipur bad defeuled a liritiah ex- 
pedition, sent to assort the authority of ibo 
Indian Government in that state. The 
British representative and the resident 
official had been cruelly murdered. The 
prestige of the British army had there- 
fore suffered greatly in Manipur. The 
news of the successful resiatance to IJrit- 
iali authority would soon spread, and would 
in all probability be tho cause of insurrec- 
tions in other places. But lieut. Grant's 
capture and defence of Thobal showed the 
men of Manipur that it was not wise to un- 
derestimate British prowess, or safe to re- 
sist British authority. Tbo Victoria Cross, 
wliich waa conferred on Lieut, (irnnt, and 
tho promotion which bo received, wore but 
a small reward for the gallantry he had 
diaplayed and the service be had rendered.

HYDE PARK PICNIC. 



Ten Thousaud London Lfiimdry 
Women Assemble on Sunday Al'ter- 
noou— Amusing: Scene. 



Demand that the Government Place 
Laundries Under the Uperatiou 
of tbe Factories Act. 



LoNDOK, June 14. — The laundresses' de- 
monstration, which had been awaited with 
much curiosity, was somewhat of a fizzle.. 
Instead of the enormous turnout, predicted 
by some to be as high as 100,000, only about 
10,000 priestesses of tho washboard as- 
sembled in Hyde Park to demand that the 
Government place the laundries under the 
operation of the Factories act. Tho pro- 
cession, which preceded the meeting, was a 
uni(|ne and amusing sight. 

The women, certainly a robust and 
licaltliy looking set, walked in company 
with their husbands in most cases and se^m- 
ed to equal the men in phy.iique. There 
were two vans in line, filled with tubs and 
lines stretched on poles and bearing clothes 
as if to dry, the women being at work at 
the tubs washing. The novel exhibit evok- 
ed laughter and applause. 

In the park there was an immense picnic 
scene. The vendors of drinks and catab'.c.H 
nmnbercd hundreds, and tlicre was a t'reat 
outpouring of hondcscripls from the White- 
chapel district, including many women of 
the rougher class, who rogardeil the whole 
afi'air as a huge joke, irueh to tho disgust 
of the managers of the demonstration, who 
had a serious object in view. 

The speakers at the platform were con- 
stantly interrupted by jokes, ribald cries 
and ridicule. Some of the women orators 
lost their tempers and indulged in repartee 
with their tormentors, to tho delight of the 
fun-loving crowd. 

In spite of these irregularities, the 
proper resolutions setting forth the pur- 
pose of the meeting were adopted, and the 
assemblage dispersed with everybody 
pleased.

PLUNGED TO DEATH. 

& Train of Excoraloalstg Crashes Through a 
llridue-Slity People KUkd. 

Berlin, June 14. A fearful accident is 
reported from Switzerli.nd. A railway 
bridge acrasa the Moenoben, a small ailluent 
of tho Rhino at Stein, in the canton of Bale, 
not far from Germany, gave way to-day 
under tho weight of an cxcurdion train 
crowded with people, who wore on their 
way to Ii musical fete. Two engines and the 
Si'st ear with all its passengers first plunged 
into the l iver, wdiile the other cars remaiui il 
suspended over the slreani. AUtlietiaiu 
men were killed, and every passenger in tiie 
submerged ears was drowned. Thirteen 
cars were saved. > 

The number of killed was at least GO, and 
of those injured there were at least 100. 
TliG fearful calamity has ciuscd a terrible 
shock in Switzerland and South Germany. 

The musical fete at Mucnehcnstein was 
abandoned as soon as news of the accident 
arrived, and hundreds of villagers hurried 
to the scene to assist in rescuing the vic- 
tims. The bridge was an iron skeleton 
structure, which was considered well built 
and substantial. The only apparent reason 
for the collapse of the bridge is that the 
train left the rails and threw its entire 
;voight on one side of the bridge 

B.\L1-, June l,").— At lU a. in., ru bodies 
were recovered from the wreck of the train 
which, yesterday, plunged through the 
bridge of the Moenclieiiatein and Bale Rail- 
way. Forty persons were scv^; u-'.y wound- 
ed and many bruiseil. It is feared that 
many dead remain entangled in the snb- 
luerged debris. (Jan^zs are working to re- 
cover the liodies of those victims and clear 
away tlie wreck. Most of the victims were 
leading citizcii.s of Bale. There is hardly a 
street but ihe houses bear nioiirning. 'Phe 
railway stations and the hospituls are 
erowucd witli weeping women. There is 
uncertainly as '.o how many bodies are be 
noalh the wreck. The whole iron work of 
the bridge seems to have scappcd like a 
pipe-stem. The masonry remains absolut 
ly intact.
